On his conviction for mail 
fraud, Curley served only five 
months of a six to 18-month sen- 
tence at the Danbury (Conn.), 
reformatory in 1947. He received 
a communtation of sentence from 
Truman because of his health. 

The mail fraud case involved 
the acceptance of about $60,000 
by Curley and two associates from 
business men seeking war con- 
tracts.

But he said “the 
FBI discouraged everyone from 
doing business with me because of 
the fraud charges that have been 
made against me.” 


He said he borrowed more than 
$40,000 from Ernest Dinora of 
Springfield, whom he described 
as a gambler. He borrowed $13,- 
000 from other persons without 
security, he added. 

In 1947 and 1948 Knetzer did 
a nation-wide business in “new- 
used” automobiles and owes about 
$2,400,000 to 600 creditors. The 
hearing on Knetzer’s ability to 
pay the undeclared assets was 
continued to April 28.

New Method for 
Disease to Be 


Controlling Elm 
Introduced Here 


Recently Developed DDT Compound, Ap- 


plied With Mist-Blower, Said to 


a 


Check Phloem Necrosis. 


A new method of controlling 
phloem necrosis, the disease 
which has killed th ds of elm 
trees in the St. Louis area, will 


be introduced here soon by tree 
surgeons and arborists. It 
utilize a new and heavy concen- 
trate of DDT which, it 
dicted, will kill 


rying the disease from sick elms 
to healthy ones. 


The new compound, composed 
of DDT, xylene, acme white oil 
and triton, will be applied to 
trees in a 25 per cent solution 
with a newly developed mist- 
blower instead of the conven- 
tional hydraulic sprayer. The 
mist-blower, according to its de- 
velopers, will leave a residue on 
leaves in such form that it. will 
remain there for several weeks, 
depending on weather conditions. 
To keep trees from being infec- 
ted, applications of the compound 
will be required twice yearly—in 
June and August. 

F. L, Dinsmore, head of the 
Dinsmore Tree Service Co., La- 
due, one of those who will use 
the new control method here, said 
the compound is a preventive and 
not a cure, and no amount of 
spraying will help a tree infected 
with the disease. Besides control- 
ling the spread of phloem necro- 
sis, a virus disease, the compound 
also will kill the beetles which 
spread Dutch elm disease, a fun- 


gus, which is very rare in this 
area,

Phloem necrosis began its de- 
structive spread in Ohio nine 
years ago. Scientists have been 
unable to determine where it came 
from. But its effects have been 
felt in virtually every community 
in the Midwest. Dayton, O., in 
one year lost 80 per cent of the 
elm trees lining its streets, and 
had to spend $500,000 removing 
them. Springfield, III., spent 
$150,000 last year for removal of 
dead elms. In the St. Louis Hills 
area of St. Louis alone the dis- 
ease killed 800 elms six years ago. 

Moline elms appear to be more 
susceptible to the virus than 
American elms, an entomologist 
explained, but in all cases its 
symptoms are unmistakable, 
though they may not be apparent 
for a year after the tree is af- 
fected. Earliest symptoms of the 
disease are a drying up and 
troughing of leaves at their mid- 


ribs.

There were 151 violent deaths 
in. St. Louis county last year, a 
21 per cent increase over the 124 
on which inquests were held in 
1948, a study by Coroner Arnold

vealed today. 

Accidents led the list with 108 
deaths, of which 67 were traffic 
fatalities, the report showed. The 
figures for 1948 were 95 acci- 
dental deaths, with 46 caused by 
automcbiles. 

There were 30 suicides, as com- 
pared with 20 in the year before, 
and 12 homicides, a threefold in- 
crease over the four in 1948.

Establishment of express bus

Wife Going to Ne to New York to 
Meet Him on Return 
From Africa. 


Mrs. Edgar M. Queeny will 
leave for New York next week to 
meet her husband, board chair- 
man of Monsanto Chemical Co. 
on his return from Africa where 
he has headed an expedition to 
make sound movies of wildlife 
since the first of the year, she 
said today. 

Queeny is expected to arrive 
in this country next Thursday, 
but his wife thinks he may be 
delayed a few days. He is bring- 
ing back 120,000 feet of film for 
the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History, which sponsored 
the expedition. 

They will include studies of 
the customs of native tribes as 
well as wildlife. One of the 
tribes visited was the Lokuto who 
live near the head waters of the 
Nile river. One of the tribal 
practices described in a diary 
kept by Richard E. Bishop, a 
wildlife artist with the expedi- 
tion, is the removal of two, three 


or four of their children’s adult 
front teeth. A recent installment 
of the diary, received by Bishop’s 
wife, tells of witnessing such an 
operation. 

“Edgar and Fort (Fort Guerin, 
Queeney’s assistant sound and 
camera man) photographed the 
removal of two lower front teeth 
of a little girl of about 7 and a 
boy of 8. They were held down 
by three men and their teeth 
gouged out with a knife. The 
howls of the children were re- 
corded by Jack Clink (sound 
man). They got a closeup of the 
children trying to smile to show 
their bleeding gums. It cost 
Edgar the price of a goat for the 
parents of each child to be able 
to photograph the operation.” 

Crossing the Nile on a ferry 
built at Queeny’s orders near 
Nimule, the expedition success- 
fully photographed some white 
rhinoceroses and some buffalo. 
The former animal is rare, Bishop 
wrote, being about half again as 
large as the black rhinoceros. | 
Its front horn has a length up to 
40 inches and it stands about six 
feet, six inches, at the shoulder. 

Also photographed, but with 
considerable difficulty, was a hip- 
popotamus hunt staged by natives. 
The hippos stay pretty well sub- 
merged in water during the day 
and only use certain “runs” which 
are known to the natives, Bishop 
explained. 

The natives, armed with har- 
poons, entered a thick growth of 
papyrus which sends up stalks like |

Gamblers say he has handled up 
to $60,000 and $80,000 in bets in 
an afternoon. Bookies who are 
afraid of a situation where too 
much money is bet on a “hot” 
horse will telegraph the bet to 
Eddie, and Barrick will either 
hold it or lay it off at the track. 

No outsiders could buck the | 
combine. A gambler who offered 
a Douglas county (Nebraska) 
official a $50,000 bribe to permit 
operation of slot machines outside 
Omaha, told the official: “I have 
cleared with the Chez Paree and 
the Stork Club.” The offer of 
$50,000, to be paid at the rate of 
$2000 a month was turned down. 

Despite the affluence of the 
local gamblers the places they 
operated made no pretense of 
“giving the suckers an even 
break,” the Post-Dispatch was 
told by a former employe of one 
of the clubs. 
| “Bust out” dice, slightly mal- 
formed cubes that favor the 
house, were used regularly to 
stop ambitious but not-so-bright 
shooters. Even the 75-cent whis- 
ky highballs at the Chez Paree 
were “doctored” with cheap bran- 
dy, rum and wine. By doing this 
the management got rid of infe- 
rior liquors they had to purchase 
during the lean war years in 
‘order to obtain good whisky. 
| Employes’ Green Chip Act. 

So much cheating was going on 
at the Chez Paree that the crou- 
piers and other employes got into 
the act. Over ‘quite a period of 
time a small group of them 
'“palmed” $25 green checks (or 
chips) and slipped them to cus- 
‘tomers. The customers cashed in 
the checks and were paid 10 cents 
on the dollar for their trouble, | 
the employes pocketing the 90 | 
gents. | 

An employe estimated the group 

got away with $65,000 to $70,000 
in this manner before being 
caught by Harry (Babe) Markel, 
one of the operators. The men 
were fired. 
7 The close association of bur- 
lars, holdup men, dope smugglers 
a and other extreme criminal types 
with the gambling syndicate also 
was apparent in the wide open 
clubs here. It is common knowl- 
edge that both clubs gave haven 
to criminals “on the lam.” Run- 
ners made stopovers on their way 
to New York with dope and some 
of the gamblers financed the im- 
portation of liquor into “dry” 
states. Frequently gambling cus- 
tomers could buy watches and 
jewelry at cut rates. 

Big shot gangsters from Chi- 
cago were among the visitors and 
no one paid much attention to the 
fact that most of these characters 
carried .38s in their belts. One /5, 
night a former Al Capone lieu- 
tenant, who had been imbibing 
too much, drew two revolvers on 
a startled stick man. He warned 
the stick man he would shoot him 
twice between the eyes if he 
didn’t make the numbers come 
up right.”

All of this went on without any 
serious attempt by Sheriff Loren 
H. (Jack) Taylor of Pottawattamie 
county to stop it.

The fourth 
point „suggested a bold new pro- 
gram” for the scientific, agricul- 
tural and industrial aid of under- 
developed parts of the world. 


Aid to U.S. Economy. 


The current study is especially 
timely in that it covers a field in 
which there is considerable dis- 
cussion at the moment. ‘Gordon: 
‘Gray, former Secretary of the 
Army, has been assigned by Pres- 
ident Truman to work on the 
problem of meeting the dollar 
shortage of foreign nations to sus- 
tain our export volume.

Of Food in Japan to Relieve 


Millions Starving in Red China 


Some American Officials Think Proposal on 
‘Humanitarian Basis,’ With No Strings At- 
tached, Might Strengthen Our Position Po- 
litically Even If Communists Rejected It,

ILLIONS of people are facing starvation in Communist China, | 


and a number of American 


officials believe that the United 


States is in a position to make political capital of any maj -r 


effort to relieve this distress. 


At least 1,000,000 tons of im- 
ported food, including rice, wheat 
and flour, is stockpiled in Japan. 
With Japan now producing 85 
per cent of its food requirements, 
this reserve supply is not needed 
at the moment. | 

American officials, as well as 
some Allied diplomats, have sug- 
gested that the United States of- 
fer the Chinese Communists 
1,000,000 tons of food on a “hu- 
manitarian basis,” with no strings 
attached. These officials believe 
that the United States has every- 
thing to gain and little to lose by 
such an offer. If the Commu- 
nists refused the food, they would 
be condemned by their own 
people for permitting millions to 
die. If the Communists accepted 
the offer, the Chinese people 
would find it difficult to believe 
the Communist anti-American 
propaganda, that American pilots 
are bombing their cities and 
American ships are blockading 
their ports. 


Red Power Struggle Reported. 


Some observers in Hong Kong 
also believe that the famine may 
prove to be a decisive issue in a 
behind-the-scenes struggle for 
power between the moderate“ 
or nationalist section of the Chi- 
nese Communist party and the 
extreme pro-Moscow interna- 
tional” group. 


A number of diplomats con- 
tend that the “moderates,” led 
by Foreign Minister Chou En-lai, 
have managed to dominate do- 
mestic policy in regard to land 
reform and the rate of nationali- 
zation of business and industry. 
But the controversy over foreign 
policy, centering around the 
issue of relations with the West, 
particularly the United. States, 
has not been settled as yet. 


According to this interpreta- 
tion, the moderates“ — who op- 
pose the policy of establishing ex- 
clusive relations with Russia and 
its satellites—are publicizing the 
gravity of the famine crisis in 
order to attract Western help. An 


offer of American aid on “strictly 
humanitarian grounds,” in line 
with Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson’s declaration that the 
United States seeks to continue 
its traditional friendship with the 
Chinese people, would force the 
“extremists” either to bow to the 
“moderates” or to assume re- 
— for wholesale starva- 
on. 


U.S. Might Gain Good Will. 


In either event, the United 
States might be the ultimate win- 
ner as far as opinion in China is 
concerned. 


A number of Americans believe 
the vast majority of the Chinese 
would never know whether an of- 
fer of food had been turned down 
by their government or, if the 
food was accepted, that it came 
from the United States. However, 
a large number of Chinese listen 
to the “Voice of America,” and it 
would not take long for informa- 
tion to trickle down through 
China's “grapevine.” If food 
ships began arriving in North 
China ports, the Communists 
would never be able to keep 
secret the origin of the food. 


The extent of the famine 
cannot determined because of 
faulty reports from Communist 
China. But nearly every province 
is suffering from famine or near- 
famine conditions. The Peiping 
Government officially admits that 
there are 7,000,000 “emergency 
cases”—Chinese on the verge of 
death from starvation. Some re- 
ports reaching Hong Kong say 
this is a conservative figure—that 
30,000,000 Chinese may be af- 
fected. At any rate, the famine 
is rapidly approaching the scope 
of the 1878 famine, which took 
an estimated 10,000,000 lives.

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To Help Japan Help Itself 


Revival of Japanese merchant shipping and 


. ship-building is proposed by the American Coun- 


cil on Japan, Inc., as one of the terms of a 
peace treaty. Whether as part of a peace treaty 
or a step in advance of formalizing the peace, 
the proposal makes sense. 

The United States is having to spend more 
than a million dollars a day in Japan, much of 
it because the country is not yet self-supporting. 
No other one development would carry Japan so 
far toward self-support as revival of merchant 
shipping, the American Council says. This is 
an evident fact of life, an inescapable condition 
of geography, in a nation situated on islands. 

Until Japan can catch up with its require- 
ments by its own ship construction, it will need 
to buy, borrow or receive gifts of ships from 
other countries. The United States owns 2100 
merchant ships, most of them Liberties, whigh 
are doing no one any good, being idle.

There is nothing edifying about the way Presi- 
dent Truman and Senator Taft are making state- 
ments and counter-statements about l’affaire 
McCarthy.

Undoubtedly British policy has been affected 


by fear of potential competition. But the British 


are less guilty than the French on this score, 
and it would take a rash and foolhardy man to 
say that Americans are completely sinless. There 
is no evidence to bear out the complaint about 
Socialism, which is a well-worn political battle- 
cry of German conservatives. 

Like Senator Jenner of Indiana, who made 
some wild charges about dismantling, Senator 
Bridges ignores the fact that Frenchmen, 
Britons, residents of the Low Countries, and 
many Americans, have good grounds to fear 
making Germany too strong before it has learned 
something of democracy and Western habits of 
thought and action. 

It may well be that Allied economic policy 
for West Germany needs a general re-examina- 
tion, which it probably will receive at a meeting 
next month of the Big Three foreign ministers. 
But the battle will have been lost if the United 
States chooses to build up West Germany only 
at the expense of alienating the rest of West- 
ern Europe. The West must move together in 
this field, as in others.

Senator Lucas on a Limb 

As a sample of fumbling leadership by the 
Truman Administration, there is the plight of 
Senator Lucas on the Kerr natural gas bill. The 
President put the Senate majority leader out 
on the well-known limb by consenting to let 
Congress act on the:gas grab. Then Democratic 
Nafional Chairman William Boyle fought the 
bill, and sawed off the limb with Lucas still.

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Are Open Wells Still a Menace? 


The name of Kathy Fiscus had become a 
dimly remembered memory when the body of a 
4-year-old girl, Andrea Cloutier, was found in 
an abandoned well at Togus, Me., last Sunday. 
It was a year since the Fiscus child met her 
death by falling into an abandoned well at San 
Marino, Calif. That tragedy was a dramatic 
one; it caught and held the attention of millions 
all over the country. 

Andrea Cloutier's case received relatively 
little attention. It has not stirred efforts in 
other communities to close open wells and other 
holes that are standing menaces to children, as 
did the Fiscus case. Danger spots were found 
and feported in the Greater St. Louis area after 
the tragedy of a year ago. Have they been taken 
eare of? Have other similar hazards been 
brought to, public notice and taken care of? 

We repeat what we said a “year ago: The 
responsible local government—municipality or 
county—should have the authority to fill up or 
cover these holes and bill the owner of the prop- 
erty for the cost, with the bill to be a lien on 
the property until paid.’ An ordinance like that, 
properly enforced, would go far prevent- 


ing a Kathy Fiscus or Andrea Cloutier case from

The hysteria of Senator McCarthy, like 
all hysterias, conduces to a state of mind 


in which the subject departs from reality. 


We think that an analysis of certain devel- 
opments. in the Senate Foreign Relations 
subcommittee hearing wil clearly demon- 
strate this. 

Senator Tydings, speaking as chairman 
of the five-mah group, told Owen Latti- 
more at the end of the hearing that the 
subcommittee had studied a complete 
summary” of the FBI 
file on Lattimore 
that had been pre- 
pared by FBI Direc- 
tor J. Edgar Hoover. 
The summary, Tyd- 
ings said, “puts you 
completely in the 
clear.... There was 
nothing in that file 
to show you were a 
Communist or ‘ever 
had been a Commu- 
nist or in any way 
connected with espio- 
nage activities.” 3 

McCarthy, com- 
menting to reporters, n MeCartny 
retorted that “either Tydings hasn't seen 
the files or he’s lying.” 


Just Who Was Lying? 


It is admittedly true that Tydings and 
three other subcommitteemen had not 
seen the Lattimore file. But they had 
seen a summary prepared by Hoover, and 
so the position of McCarthy is that either 
Hoover concealed from Tydings and the 
subcommittee material and damaging evi- 
dence that the file contained, or that 
Hoover revealed damaging evidence and 
Tydings, with the collusion of the subcom- 
mittee, elected to lie about what had been 
shown when he told Lattimore that he was 
“completely in the clear.” 

To associate one’s sentiments with the 
statement of McCarthy, therefore, requires 
one to disbelieve in the integrity of the 
Director of the FBI or in that of several 


‘members of the Senate. 


Bear in mind that Lattimore, the ac- 
cused, plays no part in this sequence. He 


testified for an hour and a quartcr, with 
confident and very powerful effect. But 
the issue was not Lattimore’s testimony, it 
was the issue presented by the cold, secret 
record in the files of the FBI, a record 
which McCarthy had previously said would 
“prove” Lattimore to be not merely a 
Communist but a top Soviet espionage 
agent. 

It seems to us that anyone still choosing 
to believe, with McCarthy, that the Latti- 
more FBI file actually conceals an espio- 
nage agent and a Communist must be un- 
der hallucinations or in a state of paranoid 
distrust. 


An Attack on Policy 


Apart from yelling liar at his own col- 
league, and by inescapable inference at 
J. Edgar Hoover, McCarthy is at great 
pains to create the impression of colossal 
cumulative error in Lattimore’s China 
policy recommendations. 

e errors committed or not committed 
by Lattimore as a policy adviser to the 
State Department are a question of 
opinion. He can say, and did say, that he 
had a good deal of distinguished company. 
Asked by Hickenlooper if he had urged a 
postwar. coalition between the Chinese 
Communists and the Nationalist Govern- 
ment, Lattimore replied that he had em- 
phatically supported Gen. George C. 
Marshall in that policy. Touche, and one 
of many. 

We ourselves do not necessarily agree 
at all points with Lattimore’s policy recom- 
mendations to the State Department, 
which he has made public. But it is es- 
sential in the concept of our give-and-take 
society, that people be able to consider 
such expert views without taking the risk 
of being branded a Communist upon agree- 
ing with them, or.any one of them. 

Under Communism, disagreement with 
the prevailing dogma results in an accusa- 
tion of treason and of disaffection to the 
enemy’s camp. Apparently McCarthy 
would have it.so in this country that you 
can’t disagree with McCarthy any more 
than you can disagree with Stalin and 
still maintain your dignity as an indi- 
vidual. This is the tendency of his thesis, 


as it reveals itself. 


Idaho Justice and Four Indians 
From the Watertown (N.Y.) Daily Times 


About as shocking a miscarriage of jus- 


‘tice as has ever come to light is that in 
the case of the four young Idaho Indians 


who have been sentenced to 14-year peni- 
tentiary terms for stealing one sheep. 

Thanks to Richard L. Neuberger, the 
West Coast writer, and the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, the matter has been given nation- 
wide publicity, and the public’s reaction 
has been one of such strong. protest that 
remedial steps may soon be forthcoming. 

The Indians involved, ranging in age 
from 19 to 23 and illiterate even by back- 
woods Idaho standards, were out on a 
spree in celebration of the birth of a son 
to one of them. A stray sheep crossed 
the highway in front of their —— 
and they corraled it and put it in the 
back of their car. 

Under Idaho law, dating back to the 
time when horse thievery was a capital 
offense, the stealing of livestock is a fel- 
ony. Though the ‘animal. in this cAse was 


worth no more than a few dollars, the 
judge threw the book at them, as the 
saying goes. Nor did they have the bene- 
fit of counsel since they had waived ‘their 
rights thereto upon the district attorney’s 
assurances that the jurist was “as lenient 
a judge as we have in Idaho.” 


It will escape no one that these Indians 
have been given a sentence for theft of 
a sheep Which is no less severe than 
that imposed on Dr. Klaus Fuchs for 
treasonable eonduet in disclosing to a 
potential enemy atomic secrets. 

Fortunately, the case is to be appealed. 
If Idaho’s state ceurts do not set aside 
the sentence, it will be carried to the 
nation’s highest tribunal. 

It is to be hoped that this step can be 
avoided. It is within the province of 
Idaho law to correct this 947 error,

The Land and Human Welfare 


FOREVER THE LAND—Edited and: Illustrated Rus

history of the national society “Friends of 
the Land,” which has a force in the con- 
servation movement that far outweighs its 
size and membership. The: book’ is ‘also 
the story of Russell Lord who edits «the 
distinguished quarterly journal of the so- 
ciety: “The Land.” Finally it is an ns “et 
ogy of much of the best writing which has. 
been done in this field since Friends of 
the Land came into being 15 years ago;. 
this being material that has appeared in 
the magazine. 

In any attempt to review the book, 
word must be said about the magazine ao, 
the man who edits it. Russell Lord of 
Bel Air, Maryland, admits that he was 
“taught to farm wrong, in many important 
particulars at two of our greatest colleges 
of agriculture.” The first war saved him 
from returning to the land and he became, 
instead, a farm ‘writer: In this capacity 

he wrote for farm 
journals, then for 
farm agencies of the 
Government, then for 
the United States 
Forest Service, then 
for Robert Flaherty 
when the latter pro- 
duced his great docu- 
mentary film, “The 
Land.” 


It is natural that 
functioning in these 
capacities, Lord 
should have come to 
know many of the 
Russell Lord men who have given 

direction to the con- 
servation movement in America. It was 
these men who planned a magazine with 
J. W. Scott's British The Countryman” in 
mind as a model and Russell Lord was 
made editor. 

In the years which have followed, “The 
Land” has grown steadiy in stature until 
today it far surpasses in quality and con- 
tent the journals of most learned and un- 
learned societies, It is the written expres-: 
siom of the movement which Fajends of the 
Land represents—“ the conservation of soil, 
rain and man”; and it might be said to be 
the heart of lay interest in conservation. 
This speaks well of Lord’s skill as writer 


and editor, for never did a man do a more 


far-reaching job on a more infinitesimal 
publishing budget. I set down these facts 
because the magazine is in large degree 
the measure of the book. 

In “Forever the Land” many phases of 
soil and water ‘conservation and their re- 
lationship to human welfare are explored.

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CHILDREN, this economist thinks, will spend their out-of-school 
time in “passive TV-viewing” at the expense of active recreation, 
and the schools may have to compensate for this lack of active play. 
Moreover, says this gloomster, television has a “highly dangerous 
potential” to the schools’ function of developing pupils who will be- 
come “reasonable adults.” That latter part I don’t get. It sounds 
very, very professorial. 

A few years ago much complaint was heard that no one stays 
home any more, and that the great institution of the family was 
going to pot as a result. Now TV comes along to change the picture. 
A survey in Washington shows that “no household gadget has done 
as much as television to re-establish the family circle that gathered 
around the pot-bellied stove in grandfather’s day.” This survey re- 
ports that children stay home 41.3 per cent more than they used to. 
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PREDICTIONS ABOUT what television is going to do to the 
home and to the country are being freely made nowadays. Maybe 
they are accurate and maybe not. I remember it used to be said that 
the radio would seriously affect newspaper circulation, but the 
record shows that newspaper circulation has steadily climbed in the 
radio era. While the broadcasting of news is a most valuable func- 
tion of the radio, St. Louis found out during the newspaper strike 
five years ago or-so that radio news is a very unsatisfactory substi- 
tute for printed news. So predictions about what TV is going to 
do to grown-ups and kids alike should be discounted. i

It was not possible, however, 
to divide the subcontinent into 
two reasonably homogeneous and 
compact national states. The Mos- 
lem anc Hindu communities are 
so intermingled that any partition 
line was bound to leave millions 
upon millions of Moslems in In- 
dia and of Hin in Pakistan. 
Even after the migration of 1947 
when some _ 13,000,000 people 
moved across the new frontiers, 
there were still as many Moslems 
in India as there are Frenchmen 
in France, as many Hindus in 
Pakistan as there are, let us say, 
Nordics in Scandinavia. 


Like Canada and U.S. 


It is to the solution of the 
problems that arise from these 
facts that Nehru and Liaquat 
have addressed themselves, know- 
ing that the survival of India and 
Pakistan as independent states 
depends upon it. With the over- 
riding importance of this prob- 
lem for the security of hundreds 
of millions of human beings, it 
has been a kind of silly philistin- 
ism for anyone to keep nagging 
them to meddle ineffectually with 
the cold war. 

Their paramount task has been, 
and will long continue to be, to 
find a way by which the two 
states created by the partition 
can live together and become 
allies. 

If they succeed, India and 
Pakistan will find the same kind 
of mutual security and advantage 
that Canada and the United 
States have found. For they are 
the two states which have 
emerged in the twentieth cen- 
tury from the partition of the 
British Indian empire; Canada 
and the United States are the two 
nations which emerged in the 
eighteenth century from the par- 
tition of the British North Amer- 
ican empire. 

If Nehru and Liaquat fail— 
where Canada and the United 
States have succeeded — India 
and Pakistan will lose their in- 
dependence, and the misery of 


The Hindus have believed—not 
without reason when they watched 
the fanatic Moslems—that Pakis- 
tan, as an Islamic state, would 
— 2 — ng a of 
orcibie conversion. and un- 
less these two irrecdficilable and 
murderous ideological views are 
resolved and transcended, thé 
awful conflict can never be ended. 


The foundation of the Nehru- 
Liaquat pact is a firm commit- 
ment by the two governments that 
both will resist and suppress this 
ideological conflict. Both govern- 
ments have proclamed their be- 
lief in the equality of all their 
citizens. Both men have staked 
the future of their governments; 
their own c rs and indeed their 
lives, upon the liquidation of their 
own fanatics. * 


Politician and Prophet. 


This bold attempt to accom-< 
plish now what it has taken Eu- 
rope three centuries to do is not 
an empty idealism which fails -to 
take account of the hard and bit- 
ter realities of the human condi- 
tion. Nehru is a statesman who is 
also a prophet, and Liaquat is a 
statesman with a sure and impres- 
sive competence in the world as 
it is. If they have been willing to 
grasp the nettle so firmly, it is 
because they have in them the 
instanct of survival. Their will to 
live, that their nations should sur- 
vive and flourish, has given them 
the faith to deal boldly with great 
matters. ; 

Their example is a service to 
the whole world. For we have 
sunk to such depths of moral de- 
featism and stubborn sterility and 
intellectual impotence that we are 
riddled with unbelief and with 
distrust for our own minds and 
our own souls and our own Cae 
pacity to be the masters of our 
fate.

Perhaps fortunately, this spirit 
is strongest in Europe at the 
points where the pressure is 
strongest. In Vienna, the Social- 
ist Interior Minister Helmer, and 
the Vice Chancellor, Schaerff, 
genially mingle growls of defiance 
to the Russians with rather nos- 
talgic memories of the 01d Bolshe- 
viks, Stalin’s first comrades, for 
whom this city was a favorite 
refuge and plotting center. 

Or in Berlin you talk to the 
old Lord Mayor Reuter, who has 
the careless courage that men 
only achieve when their own fu- 


tures cease to have meaning for 


them. Lenin was his friend. He 
was once a Bolshevik himself. 
Before he choose freedom, he 
even ruled for Lenin over the 
German enclave in Russia, the 
Volga republic of the Soviet 
Union. “They were good people,” 
he will tell you. “But it’s no use 


ig cities, such as Peiping, | 
Shanghai and Tientsin, are fairly | 
well off. 
The peasants are the real vie- 
tims. They were obliged to dis- 
pose of their surpluses after last 
autumn’s harvest. The Commu- 
nists, hoping to stamp out graft | 
and corruption, took vigorous 
action against hoarding and spec- | 
ulators. Thus they eliminated the 
grain reserves which officials, 
with their eyes on huge profits, 
normally hoard for emergencies. 
The situation is so critical that 
farmers are now eating their 
seed grains—the last act of des- 
peration, Without seed they can- | 
not plant their spring crops. The 
‘Communists, hoping to conserve | 
their limited reserves, have re- 
duced army rations. Govern- 
ment workers are given only one 
bowl of rice a day. They ham- 
mer at this slogan: Live by the 
mountain, eat from the moun- 
tain; live by the stream, eat from 
the stream.“ |

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Brilliant Melodrama 
SSENTIALLY, the ingredients of “THE THIRD MAN,” at 
Erorvs stare mtr are those of many a callow 
8 case a writer of American West- 


ous suspect, the shock on finding out who 
he really is, the climactic chase, here through 
the great sewers of Vienna. But this standard, 
or, if you will, classic formula, is made into 10 


superb melodrama in the hands of the fine 15 


Graham Greene, who specializes in melodramatic “enter 
tainments” in additton to his serious novels, wrote the script 
in his usual lean, lucid style which gives this type of thriller, 
by quiet understatement and a logical, unforced build-up of 
suspense, a keen intelligence and realism not usually en- 
countered. Carol Reed, the directer, has told it in pictorial 
terms in which each scene has been composed for the camera 
with an eye to mond and visual allusion. The character of each 
actor is sharply drawn even before he speaks a word. The 
camera of Robert Krüsker blends into the story telling line. 
Scenes are emphasized as to strangeness and tension by the 
crooked camera angle, the enormous closeup searching the 
expression of the individual, the beautiful lighting on wet 
streets which we had in the Reed-Krasker “Odd Man Out.” 

The Vienesse locales have been chosen for picturestue 
quality to further the illusion of mystery. The musical ac- 
companiment, by a single zither, is pointed towards the gen- 
eral over-all effect of sinister, subtly searching mood. The 
actions of the actors speak for themselves in a muted obbli- 5 
gato to the dialogue. For instance, when Valli first takes 
Joseph Cotten, as the hero, to the apartment of his dead 
friend, a black market racketeer, we are told all we need to 
know about her relationship to the dead man when, in his 
bedroom, she idly takes a dice shaker out of a drawer without 
looking and makes a few throws while telephoning (a device, 
by the way, once employed by Chaplin as director in “A 
Woman of Paris,” with a handkerchief.) Her statement later 
that the racketeer was her lover is quite superfluous. 

These tricks of technique would not fascinate us if they 
were merely that. The point is that they flow into a cohesive 
whole of exciting, brilliant melodrama, perfectly paced and 
projected with enormous vividness. The Reed-Greene team 
demonstrates in this and in its recent success, “The Fallen 
Idol,” that is has attained that mastery of suspenseful story- 
telling once attained by Hitchcock. 

Everyone in the cast is at his best—Cotten, Valli, Trevor 
Howard as the British military police major, even Orson 
Welles, whose inescapable self-dramatization is turned into part 
of -his character in his appearance as a fugitive. Altogether, 
we'd like to use Greerte’s own designation for this—an “enter- 
tainment,” as fascinating and enthralling as one could wish.

the English movie does have a quiet realism 
and sincerity of its own until towards the 
end, when it appears to weaken in exposing 
the feet of clay of its subject, and allow itself 
the same sort of compromise it finds him 
guilty of accepting.

ECAUSE of the polyglot na- 

ture of modern English, and 

American English especially, it 
is impossible to lay down hard 
and fast rules for correctly plac- 
ing the accent. The absence of 
aceent uniformity in English is 
the despair of the foreign student 
of English,.and it also is directly 
responsible for more than a few 
of our own pronounchhg errors. 


For example, many speakers 
stub their tongues on the dis- 
located accents of words such as 
these: 

Applicable is often accented er- 
roneously on the “plic” syllable. 
But only the first syllable should 
be stressed, thus: AP-li-kuh-b’l. 

Also avoid accenting “plic” in 
explicable. Better say: EX-pli- 
kuh-b'l, | 

Soap opera heroines, on being 
pursued by the villain, invariably 
cry out: “I hate you! You are per- 
It does 
sound more emphatic that way. 
But the dictionaries wag their 
long white beards in disapproval. 
Again only the first syllable re- 
ceives ‘the accent, thus: DESS-

However, the companion word, 
despisable, has precisely the same 
meaning as despicable, and you 
may accent the second syllable as 
SPIZE-uh-b . you wish: dee-

Watch “positively.” It should 
not be accented on the third syl- 
lable.

They miss a lesson, the 
teacher doesn't seem to like them, a playmate picks on them, 
they don’t understand an algebra problem, they are afraid 
of tomorrow’s test. These are real troubles and if they are 
kept locked up in a child’s mind they create havoc in his 
thinking and behavior and check his healthy growth. If 
parents will allow children, encourage them,\to tell their 
troubles and then point the way out, lend a hand to the 
overcoming of the difficulties, the children will profit im- 
mensely. This is fathering and mothering of the best, most 
efficient sort.
